WIEN Gop delivered the Iſraelites 


out of Egypt, he promiſed to bring 


them to a better land called Canaan, 


where they ſhould have plenty of corn, 


milic, and honey, and whatever they 
ſtood in need of. This was the land 
which Gop gave to Abraham, Iſaac, 


and Jacob as an inheritance for their 
deſcendants when they ſhould be mul- 


tiplied into a nation; and had the

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Iſraelites been obedient to the Lok p, 


they would have been put in poſſeſſion 
of it immediately on their leaving 
Egypt; but they diſtruſted the promiſes
